fere. Ruuis. no leas than we, has ita tallurei 
and Its tnlsUken in the timing of new prod- 
urta Indeed. Russia m«y well find aooie of 
these risks greem than doee rr«e America 

Drucker ruesse* that bx oftset such risks 
prtrftts In the Bovlet union may artnally be 
ttiree Ui tyvr times Isrfer than in American 
tadusirjf 

This Is a refreshing approach when set 
beside the p^t notion that a planned economy 
repf*«ent* a noble "production for «e" In 
contla/t ■ tn k free economy's "production 
Tor profli " The Dmaer ouUook makes con- 
slderablr sense In a realm vhera fixed ideu 
have mled too long.
